THEIR CHIEF, KIT COON, SHOT BY 
DEPUTY MARSHAL. 


Tribe Declares the Warrant for Coon’s 
Arrest for Timber Cutting Could Have 
Been Served Without a Resort to 
Violence. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE Hus! 
TACOMA (Wash.) June 46.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] The Hidah Indian 
tribe, occupying a reservation near 
Ketchikan, have declared war against 
the whites of that s¢ction, in conse- 
quence of a most unprovoked shooting 
of Kit Coon, chief of the Hidahs, last 
Monday, by Deputy United States Mar- 


shal Jones 
Jones went to the reservation to 
Serve a wartant charging Coon with 


cutting some timber on land outside of 
the reservation. The Indian chief mét 
him with a gun and told him to stay 
away. Deputy Jones returned to 
Ketechikan and secured the services of 
Jaller Williams. Armed with Win- 
chester rifles, they took up a position 
behind a ledge of rocks. The Indian 
chief soon came along, and refused to 
furrender, whereupon Jones and W- 
liams opened fire. Between ten and 
fifteen shots were fired, two of which 
hit him. Chief Coon fired once, and 
then dropped to the ground. He was 
soon picked up and taken home by In- 
dians, who rushed out when they heard 
the shooting. 

The entire tribe is greatly angered, 
declaring that the chief might have 
been apprehended without force. The 
younger members of the tribe have 
cleaned their guns and prepared for 
trouble. They threaten to shoot all 
prospectors found in the woods. In con- 
sequnece, messengers have been sent 
out from Ketchikan to warn prospec- 
tors and have them return to Ketchi- 
kan until the danger is over.

News Notes and Comments on 
Foreign Topics of the Day. 


Compiled by the Times Foreign Correspondent ] 
England. 


Andrew Carnegie’s munificent gift, 
besides setting an example of generosity 
that excels the record of the late 
Baron Hirsch, has had its unpleasant 
feature for the proud Britons. to whom 
everything British is synonymous with 
great and elaborate. It opened their 
eyes to the deplorable condition of some 
of the higher of the English universi- 
ties. The London University, in parti- 
cular, is pointed out as an apt illus- 
tration, The Scottish institutions have 
fared much better than the English 
colleges, since for the last ten years a 
succession of gifts and bequests, culmi- 
nating in Mr. Canegie's golden shower, 
enabled the Scottish halis of learning 
to make rapid progress. Sir Philip 
Mangus, in his eloquent appeal for 
funds to enable the University of Lon- 
don to organize on a better and 
grander scale, says: “liow is 
that a comparatively young 
like Chino can boast the richly 
endowed erstes, which is one of jts 
chief glories, while the largest and 
wealthiest towh jn the world—and one 
of the oldest—hag not developed a seat 
of learning and investigation availabie 
even to the youth of London? 

The famous King’s College and Unt- 
versity College are reported to be in 
very much straitened circumstances. 
Their debts are gradually increasing 
and there is no prospect for puttigg 
their affairs on a sound financial basis. 
The senate of the university has re- 
cently appealed to the. government, 
complaining about the duties imposed 
upon it by Parliament, which it could 
not discharge without sufficient funds. 
The government's response was most 
discouraging. It came in the shape of 
a grant that provided almost nothing 
for effective work. The endowments of 
Carnegie and Rockefeller have given 
the educational papers in their review 
of the situation a chance to upbraid 
the rich men and mighty of Great 
Britain for their Indifference to a 
cause that more than any other ought 
to meet with their warmest support. 
One of the reviews asks: “Is there 
no wealthy citizen sufficiently patriotic 
to emulate his example’ Is there any 
expatriated British millionaire in the 
United States who will come to the 
rescue of the institutions whose foun- 
ders were in their day very advanced 
educational reformers, the men who 
first suggested that science, then 
deemed an upstart and intruder, had 
a claim to recognition in the curricu- 
lum? 

As I said, Mr. Carnegie's munificence 
has done more to awake old England 
to American progress and interest the 
British in everything American than 
the Supreme Court's decision, Ameri- 
cas industrial advance or even Mr. 
Morgan's steel trust, which they con- 
sider a serious menace to British in- 
dustry. 

Mr. Morgan, by the way, still comes 
in for a goodly share of comments both 
favorable and adverse. 
The proposed visit of Mr. Morgan to 
the appartments of His Majesty with 
a view of affordiug the latter a glimpse 
of the famous Gainsborough portrait 
gave rise to a good deal of animated 
discussion in the English press, spec- 
flally the faction of it to which men- 
tion of Mr. Morgan's name is a thorn 
in the flesh. After all Mr. Morgan did 
not appear before King Edward. The 
portrait was submitted instead by Sir 
William Agnew. His report of the 
proceedings and the impressions of the 
King as given eut by the Courtiler are 
worth reproducing, as they mustrate 
very well the present feeling in higher 
English spheres. Said Sir William 
Agnew: 

“There have been a good many mis- 
statements regarding the visit. There 
is no truth In the statement that J. 
Pierpont. Morgan accompanied me to 
Marlborough House, nor did he see 
the King at all. If he had wished 
he could have done so, but he expresged 
no desire to be present. 

“A few weeks ago I told Mr. Morgan 
the King would appreciate a look at 
the picture, and suggested that an op- 
portunity might be given to His 
Majesty to see ft. Mr. Morgan willingly 
acquiesced. The King, in answer to a 
communication from me, said he would 
be delighted if it could be arranged. 
and subsequently it was fixed that I 
should attend at Marlborough House 
yesterday. I went alone with the pie- 
ture, and was ushered into the draw- 
ing-room, where the audience took 
place. 

“Frequently during the inspection His 
Majesty remarked on its beauty and 
congratulated me on its restoration. I 
pointed out to His Majesty that al- 
though it had been purchased by an 
America, Mr. Morgan intended to 
keep it in London with other valuable 
works of art he had. and the King ex- 
pressed pleasure that it was not to be 
taken out of the country. 

„Before leaving the King asked me 
to convey to Mr. Morgan his hearty 
thanks for the opportunity he had given 
of allowing him a view of the picture,

Rt. Rev. Bishop Montgomery Con- 
ducts the Impressive Ceremonies 
and Preaches a Patriotic Sermon. 


N THE presence of high dignitaries | 

of the church and representatives of 

the city and consular service, the 
corner-stone of the new St. Joseph's 
Catholic Church at Twelfth and Los 
Angeles streets, was laid yesterday aft- 
ernoon at 3 o'clock by Bishop George 
Montgomery, assisted by local clergy 
and visiting priests. An immense crowd 
of people witnessed the ceremonies. 

The event was an important one in 
the Catholic world, for it marked the 
real beginning of work on a new home 
for the Franciscan fathers, which wil! 
be one of the most pretentious religious 
edifices in this city. Aside from this 
it will be the seventh Catholic church 
in Los Angeles, and in honor of the oc- 
casion every Catholic organization 
turned out en masse. 

The laying of the corner-stone was 
set for 3 o'clock. At 2:30 o'clock the 
members of the various Catholic or- 
ganizations assembled at St. Joseph's 
Hall, corner of Pico and Santee streets, 
and led by the Great Western Band, 
marched along Santee street and then 
west on Twelfth street to the church 
foundation. John J. Bodkin acted as 
grand mashal of the parade and the 
column consisted of Angel City Court, 
No. 579, Catholic Order of Foresters, 50 


This concluded the formal ceremo- 
nies of the laying of the stone, and 
Bishop Montgomery was then con- 
ducted to a flower-trimmed stand in 
the opposite front of the building, 
where he delivered a sermon appro- 
priate to the occasion. He chose as his 
subject: “Virtue Exalteth a Nation, 
but Sin Maketh Nations Miserable.“ — 
Proverbs xiv, 4 He spoke, in part, 
as follows: 
BISHOP MQNTGOMERY'S SERMON. 

“The ceremony of laying the corner. 
stone of a church of God marks an 
epoch in the history of the community 
in which it occurs. Its results are not 
for time only, but for eternity. The 
«tone that is placed in position today 
may ctumble into dust; the edifice to 
be erected may fall into decay, but 
the effects that follow in the mean 
time shall be everlasting. For herein, 
temples not made with hands, taber- 
nacles of the Holy Ghost, the immortal 
souls of men are to be replenished with 
the knowledge of eternal truth, and re- 
generated by God's ce, and thus 
adorned, they shall live forever with 
God in heaven. This we recognize as 
the grand and ultimate significance of 
this days ceremony, and the one that 
blesses and sanctifies every detail of 
the wotk.

Bishop Montgom- 
ery, attired in full pontifical vestments, 
marched slowly to the rear of the 
church to a tall flower-trimmed cross 
placed near the rear wall. He was at- 
tended by * Rev. Theodore Arentz, 
head of the anciscan order on the 
Coast, acting as deacon, and Rev. 
Ludger Glauber, superior of the Santa 
Barbara mission, acting sub-deacon, 
both robed in deacon’s Dalmatics. Ac- 
companying them were Rev. Peter 
Wallischeck, rector of St. Anthony's 
College at Santa Barbara; Rev. Zephy- 
rin Engelhardt, superior of the Ban- 
ning Indian school; Rev. Victor, rector 
of St. Joseph's Church; Rev. Vitalis, 
assistant rector: Brothers Leonard and 
Joseph of the Franciscan order; Rev. 
Linn of St. Vincent's Church, and Rev. 
Barron of Boyle Heights.

therein. I am the way, the truth and 
the life,” says Jesus Christ. ‘No man 
cometh to the Father except through 
me.’ Around these great fundamental 
truths range the duties of man on 
earth, and herein they shall be incul- 
cated But God has so adjusted this 
life of time to that of eternity that 
they are not only inseparably con- 
nected in purpose, but so related that 
right living for eternity brings the only 


genuine success and happiness to life 


time. God is the author of both, 
and has laid down their respective 
laws. Men live out their temporal lives 
in a social order. This order has been 
ordained by God and is as much His 
handiwork as heaven itself, and no 
man can be true to God in rel&tion to 
the life to come unless he fulfill the 
duties pertaining to the present. This 
is the philosophy of life. ‘Virtue ex- 
alteth a nation, but sin maketh nations 
miserable.’ 

“A nation as such has no personality 
and cannot sin. But the individuals 
that make up the natior stand before 
God and society with this solemn 
declaration as a law of their being. 

“In this temple of God man is to be 
taught not simply haw to dite, but how 
to live. He is to be taught that God 
has identified the duties to himself and 
those to the neighbor; and has made 
the fulfillment of both the condition of 
a happm eternity. Here is the power 
of religion. Ged has laid down a 
fundamental law contained in ten com- 
mandments. Three of them only refer 
to Himself exclusively; the other seven 
to the neighbor, to society. And he 


has made absolutely no distinction be- 
tween them in thelr bearing upon a 
happy eternity. When virtue exalts 
the nation it does so by exalting the 
citizen. When sin renders the nation 
miserable, it does so by bringing mis- 
ery upon the citizen. 

“This is man's whole life on earth. 
This is the truth for which this church 
shall ever stand. The freedom, the 
happiness and the whole temporal wel- 
fare of man rest upon this principle. 
The school of truth is freedom’s home. 
Fou shall know the truth, and the 
truth shall make you free.” And this 
is the’ truth that should be taught this 
age and generation. 

“We are, as a nation, but a small 
portion of the great human family: 
nevertheless we are justly proud of 
the things we have done and of the 
some importance to which we have at- 
tained. 

“There 1s a providence over natigns 
as over individuals. If within I ie 
more than a century, from being a Iw 
Insignificant colonies scattered along 
the Atlantic seaboard with three mil- 


[lions of people, we have become one of 


the first nations of the earth in many 
things that make a nation great, it is 
because ‘God has helped to build our 
house and watch our city: it is de- 
cause ‘virtue exaleth a nation and sin 
maketh nations miserable.’ 

“If we wish to perpetuate all that 
is good in us, and to correct our 
faults—for we have faults—there is 
need today of just such institutions as 


this. 

“The v God who bro t us out 
of the lead of Egypt,’ the 7 whom 
our fathers invoked when penning the 
Declaration of Independence, has not 
the same standing with many of us to- 
day that He had with our forefathers. 
By this I mean that the ideas of many 
concerning God are underlying such 
changes as to almost do away with 
the supernatural character of God, and 
religion and to imply that He has 
not much to do with the affairs of the 
world, letting us work out its prob- 
lems alone. Too many of us seem to 
think that we have grown so great that 
we can stand alone.“ Woe to the na- 
tion when it forgets Almighty God. 
‘All power e from God,’ St. Paul tells 
us. It is ‘by Him that kings rule and 
judges decree just judgements,’ it is by 
him that presidents rule, it is by Him 
that all just rule comes. Hence, there 
is a divine rieht of kings. and a divine 
right of presidents. as the case may 
— as there 1s a divine right of par. 
ents. 

“God is over all not a blind, un- 
known and unkroweble God, but a 
personal, ali-proviting and ever-loving 
wishing the hanpiness of all 
His children, in temporal and in spir- 
itual goods. 

“The very principles that underl:e our 
government shall here be taught every 
sou! that comes within its walls; the 
rechts and duties of man and the 
richts of God. Ther wl! be taught 
that no matter how intell'gent the in- 
dividual may become. or bow powerful 
and werlthv the nation. both and 4 
are amenable to God stil). They shall 
be taueht the truth thet Wahington 
Geclared when he said that ‘our wel- 
fare depends upor morality, and mo- 
rality upon relielon, that ‘our 0 
eur'tv for property, reputation ond life 
depends upon the religious oblilwations

THE CORNER-STONE. 

The corner-stone is 16x12 inches, and 
contains a receptacle for the articles 
usually deposited therein on such e- 
casions. This stone will contain copies 
of The Times, the Tidings and Nera 
of this city, the Monitor of San Fran- 
cisco; coins, greenbacks and a docte- 
ment, of which the following is a 
copy: 

In the year of our Lord on the 16th 
day of June, 1901, and the glorious 
reign of Pope Leo XIII, William Me- 
Kinley being President of the United 
States; Patrick William Riordan being 
Archbishop of San Francisco,.

Meredith P. Snyder bee 
ing Mayor of the City of Los Angeles, 
Cal; in the presence of a large num 
ber of priests and a great multitude of 
people, this ccrner-stone was solemnly 
blessed and laid by the Rt. Rev. 
Ihlustrious Bishop George Montgomery. 
The plan of the bulldi was drawn 
by Brother Adrian, architect of the Ba- 
cred Heart province, and carried out 
under the supervision of Brother Leone 
ard Darscheid. assistant architect. The 
solid concrete foundation was laid by 
Frank Linidenfeldt: brick work done 
Michael Stepan: the structural iron 
steel work furnished and set by the 
Beker fron Works: the woodwork 


by the Christ Ganahl Lumber Cos 
pany; artificial stone work by the Cal- 
ifornia Or na mental Brick Company: 
the brick by the Simons Brick Com- 


pany. 

“Number of inhabitants, 110,000;

This document will be written on 
parchment in Latin, German and Eng- 
lish, and with the other articles will 
be deposited in the corner-stone today 
and sealed up.

A T. St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral yester- 
day morning, the vicar, Rev. J. J. 
Wilkins, D. D., took up the Sun- 
day question.

He recognized the 
newspaper as “the poor man's library” 
and one of the greatest factors in 
march of improvement: but he 
declaied that the wildest flight of 
the imagination could not characterize 
it as an agent for spirituality. Dr. 
Wilkens told his flock to seek out-door 
recreation on the Sabbath, if they 
needed it, and to commune with na- 
ture, but he exhorted them to give up 
a part of the day to public worship and 
to reading the Bible and other sweet, 
uplifting books in the household. He 
would not go back to the old Puritan 
Sabbath and said that the trend is 
in the right direction—toward a rational 
and religious observance of the day. 
He asked his parishioners not to go 
shopping on Saturday afternoon or 
evening, as they ought to encourage 
the movement for a Saturday haif-holi- 
day. With that in vogue, there will 
be less temptation for tired workers to 
Stay away from church on Sunday. 
God seems to take it upon Himself to 
do police duty for a church-going, 
Sunday-observing community; and its 
Sabbath is a bulwark against disturb- 
ances and dangers.

Our Difficulties. 
Rev. C. J. K. Jones preached yees- 
terday merning in the Church of the 
Unity on “Our Difficulties.” He said 
in part. 
| “One of the most constant of 
| tical questions presented to our minds 
is that of our environing difficulties, 
oftentimes so sad and proplexing in 
their constraints. I suppose there is 
no man or woman of you, however 
mild and gentle, however forbearing 
and yielding but who at times has 
contentions and conflicts with condi- 
tions and persons which make you sick 
at heart. These arise from our 38 
sociations which are both voluntary 
and involuntary. There are thousands 
of conditions which surround men, for 
which they are in nowise responsible, 
for example, accidents whose conse- 
quences reach far and wide; wherein 
consider the burning of a mail car and 
its contents, the loss of an ocean liner, 
or the destructive ravages of flood and 
fire as at Galvaston and Jacksonville, 
wherein the good suffered with the evil 
doers. 

“In our observance of practical life 
we note that & moral and religious 
life does not exempt man from the 
normal vicissitudes of sorrow and grief. 
Adversity comes to all, less often to 
the good as consequences of their own 
regrettables acts, than to the evil, 
still, none are without their experiences 
of difficulties. ‘Into each life, some rain 
must fall.’ 

“Again heredity plays an important 
part in the issues and conduct of life. 
There are some people to whom hered- 
ity means only all that is beneficient in 
person, and in estate; there are more 
to whom it means only a severe handl- 
cap in Ute's struggle. From what we 
now know of the make-up and possti- 
bilities of each human life, we learn 
that practical life is not entirely de- 
pendent upon what men may will or 
voluntarily choose. In many cases the 
determining factors of the tendency 
of individual lives lie in the complex 
resultant of what generations of ances- 
ters male and female have thought, felt 
and suffered.

It will de noted that immigration 
from Western Europe bas further 
fallen off, while that from Eastern 
Eur pe has gained. As we might ex- 
pect from this fact, the percentage of 
illiteracy has increased by 5 per cent.; 
the average money brought has de- 
creased by $2; the percentage of un- 
skilled labor has increased by 5 per 
cent.; and the percentage of immi- 
gration destined for the West and 
South has diminished by 2.3 per cent. 

In regard to illiteracy, the English 
rank highest in the scale, with a 
percentage of only 0.2 per cent, and 
the Portuguese lowest, with the high 
percentage of 59.9. The average per- 
centage of illiteracy among the im- 
migrants from Western Europe in 
1900 was 4.2, while the average among 
the immigrants from Eastern Europe 
(with Spain and Portgual) was 39.8 
per cent. 

The total immigration from Asia in 
1900 was 17,946, an increase of 110 per 


Washington states that, according to 
a forthcoming bulletin from the Cen- 
sus Office, the Chinese population of 
California has fallen off 40 per cent. 
in the last ten years. According to 
the census of 1890, there were 73,000 
Chinese in the State of California. 
According to the census just taken, 
there are only about 45,000 here, 
which effectually disproves the state- 
ment frequently made that thousands 
of Chinamen are constantly pouring 
into the State in spite of the exclu- 
sion laws. On the other hand, the 
number of Japanese in California 
has increased some tenfold in the 
last ten years. In 1890 there were 
only a few more than 1000 Japanese, 
while now there are more than ten 
thousand here. The Japanese rank 
high among immigrants to this coun- 
try in the matter of education, the 
percentage of illiteracy among them 
in 1900 being reported at only 8.9 per 
cent., which is about the same as 
that of the Dutch. However, the 
character of this immigration is also 
apparently falling off, as the per- 
centage of illiteracy among the Jap- 
anese immigrants in 1899 was given 
as only 4.7 per cent. 

In regard to the outlook for legisla- 
tion on this subject, the league says 
in its report: 

It is impossible to say at the date 
of this report what is the prospect of 
legislation on immigration in the next 
Congress, but it is practically certain 
that the immigration question will 
come to the front again in the course 
of a very few years. It is probable 
that the Industrial Commission will 
report in favor of further restriction 
and possibly certain administrative 
measures. Immigration is increasing 
rapidly in numbers and deteriorating 
in quality, so that the need of watch- 
ing every opportunity to improve the 
law is as pressing as ever. 
“Meanwhile the popular interest in

There is no doubt whatever that 
the time has arrived for the serious 
consideration of this important sub- 
ject by Congress.

Had we done so, the condition of this 
country today, from a social and eco- 
nomie standpoint, would undoubtedly 
be much worse than it is. Now, how- 
ever, in addition to this reason, there 
is the fact that opportunities for la- 
bor and for obtaining homes are far 
less numerous in America than they 
were a quarter of a century ago. Just 
now, it is true, owing to the re- 
markable wave of prosperity that has 
swept over the country, there is em- 
ployment for all who are willing to 
work, but this condition of affairs will 
not last forever, and it is only a short 
time since thousands upon thousands 
of American citizens were looking in 
vain for employment.

OVERNMENT LAND AREAS. 

In connection with the movement 
to have the national government in- 
augurate a general system of storage 
reservoirs for purposes of irrigation 
in the arid regions of the West, the 
proportion of public land yet remain- 
ing in possession and under control 
of the government in some of the 
Western States and Territories d a 
matter of interest. It wili surprise 
the average reader to learn that in the 
Territory of Arizona 76 per cent. of 
the total area of land is still held by 
the national government. In Cali- 
fornia, notwithstanding the extensive 
development of private lands by pri- 
vate capital, 58 per cent. of the ter- 
ritorial area of the State is public 
land. In Montana, 78 per cent. of the 
land is still government land. In 
Utah, the proportion of i public 
land is 89 per cent. of the total area. 
In Wyoming 86 per cent., in Idaho 89 
per cent., and in Nevada 95 per cent. 
of the territorial area belongs to the 
general government. 

It is apparent from these figures— 
for which the National Irrigation 
Magazine is authority—that the gov 
ernment of the United States, as the 
largest land owner in each of the 
great States or Territories named, has 
a direct and vital interest in the proj- 
ect to bring the lands under irriga- 
tion and, therefore, under cultivation. 
As has been fuily demonstrated by 
facts and figures beyond controversy, 
the general government—which is the 
only agency that take up the irri- 
gation question d solve it satisfac- 
torily. on a scale of national magni- 
tude—can easily make the work of 
reclaiming the arid lands self-sus- 
taining through the sale of the re- 
claimed acres to actual settlers at a 
moderate price. The government, in 
the end, need not be out a dollar. The 
government could easily realize a lib- 
eral profit upon this work, and still 
offer the lands to settlers at a reason- 
able price; but it would hardly de 
politic or desirable for the govern- 
ment to go into the work of reclama- 
tion as a money-making venture. So 
long as the principal and interest on 
the investment were paid b*ck to the 
government, everybody ought to be 
satisfied. 

Upon this basis the proposed scheme 
of national irrigation ig entirely fea- 
sible. Atter the frst investment the 
government would derive a revenue 
from the sale of lands sufficient, in 
the course of a few years, to reim- 
burse it for all ‘outlays, and to enable 
it to continue the prosecution of the 
work, until practicaliy all the arid 
lands were brought under irrigation, 
and were tenanted by happy and pros- 
perous communities. 

It is not a scheme to have the gov- 
ernment give something for nothing. 
The irrigation movement is in no 
sense an eleemosynary enterprise, by 


which the government is to be asked 
to help needyg or thriftless citizens. 
It is simply business proposition, 
under which the work performed by 


the government would be done noon 
a strictly business basis, and under 
conditions which could be made to 
yield to the government, as the prin- 
cipal investor, as large returns, in a 
financial sen- as might be deemed 
expedient or desirable.

NEEDED IN JAPAN.

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AMERICAN-JAPAN BANK. 
— 
If Coast Capitalists Will Put Up Half 
of the Money, Japanese Baron Will 
Supply the Rest—War Feeling 
Against Russia. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

VICTORIA (B. c June 16.—{Exciu-. 
sive Dispatch. ] J. F. Hooper of Boston, 
adviser to the Japanese government, 
arrived by the steamer Tacoma yes- 
terday on his way to the Coast cities 
to endeavor to secure American capital 
for Japanese banks. His object is to 
try to induce American capitalists to 
form an Amesican-Japan bank, they to 
supply half the capital and Baron 
Iwagaika, one of the richest Japanese, 
owner of copper and coal mines and 
great shipbuilding yards at Nagasaki, 
the other half. 

Hooper says financial stringency pre- 
vails in Japan, and stable banks are 
most necessary, to replace the native 
banks. He says the war feeling against 
Russia still prevails among the masses 
in Japan, but the government of Japan 
is restraining the war spirit, and using 
efforts for peace, although preparing 
at the same time for a clash, which, 
among Japanese diplomats, is regarded 
as inevitable. Russia, he says, is not 
yet ready for war in the East, but 
when that power is ceady, she will 
force war upon Japan. ‘The Japanese 
realize this, and are securing al) the 
ships and making all the preparaticns 
they can for the impending conflict. 
‘The position in Korea remains un- 
changed. As to the report published in 
Japanese papers of the offer of Dalny 
and Port Arthur to Javan by Russia, 
in exchange for an ice-free port in 
Korea, Hooper says even if the report 
were true, which is questionable, Japan 
— never agree to such a proposi- 
tion.

The New York Mail and xpress, in 
an article on labor unions and strikes, 
says: 

“Buch is the strength of organized 
labor, and, great as it is, their weak- 
Breeds ness tis of about the same degree. In 

the first place, too many men are given 
the power of ordering a strike. It is 
at the present day at the whim of a 


country, creating transportation lines, 
establishing manufactories, etc. Japan 
sends almost twice the amount of goods 
to the United States that she imports 
therefrom. The number of foreigners 
doing business tn Japan is steadily 
diminishing, and their position there is 
becoming more and more difficult: on 
the other hand, ese merchants 
are spreading abroad in an extraordi- 
nary degree. Of late fifty-eight new 
Japanese busines’ houses have deen 
established in Peking, and a new Jap- 
anese settlement was started in Tien- 
Tsin. In Korea, Japanese merchants 
have crowded out foreign competition. 
Their shipping lines are taking the 
place of those of Eurvpean companies, 
and the Japanese are successful in 
gaining the sympathy of the Chinese.”

HAVE been asked to say something 

as to the oportunity of an Amer- 

ican young man and woman in our 
day, as compared with that of the 
youth of other countries, or of former 
times. To deal with this subject ade- 
quately would demand a good deal of 
thought and an examination of sta- 
tistics. But there are a few considera- 
tions which may be worth stating 
which occur to one at once when the 
subject is considered. Most of them are 
quite commonplace. But they may have 
Some value if they are grouped to- 
gether. 

First—The steady and unchecked tide 
of immigration which comes to our 
shores is the strongest possible testi- 
mony to the advantage enjoyed here. 
The reason of men and women is a 
Guide at least as unerring as the in- 
stinct of birds. They know where they 
Are best off. As in the old fable of the 
Lions Den,“ although for a far dif- 
ferent reason, the footsteps are all one 
way. It is believed that the United 
States is the only country on earth 
which has had to make laws to repress 
or check the tide of immigration. 

Second—A curious but very signifi- 
cart fact ig disclosed by the fiction ef 
the different countries, although un- 
consciously, to its authors. The fiction 
whether in prose or poetry. of the coun- 
tries to the south ef Europe is quite 
apt to end unhappily. From the time 

the great dramas of Greece and 
Rome, through the time of the awful 
tragedy of Dantes “Inferno” down to 
our own! the fiction of southern coun- 

— is tragic. On the other hand, the 

ction of peoples of Anglo-Saxon de- 
scent ends happily. The latter regard 

a tragic representation of ordinary hu- 

man lite as something unusual and un- 

natural, and as an affront to a bene vo- 
lent providence. Yet even in England 
or Germany or France the story often 
turns on the difficulties of poor lovers 
who cannot marry because of want of 
property which will enable them to 
support themselves and their families 
in married life. The interest of the 

Story turns on the difficulty of the hero 

or the heroine to find a support, and 

in the end a rich relative, or some 
half a dozen relatives, who stand be- 

tween the hero or the heroine and a 

title or an estate, die off, or some 

wealthy relative comes out of the 
clouds, and they marry and live happy 
ever after. The same thing is found in 
many English memoirs. Tennyson's 

was delayed for years because 
he could not afford fo marry. Now, in 
this country, if there were a pair of 
lovers found in fiction or in real life 
who had health and strength who cculd 
mot get married if one had a sixpence 
and the other shilling, the thing 
would be regard as an absurdity in 
fiction, and a disgrace to the parties 
if it were to happen in reality. 

BOYS WHO SEEK NEW CAREERS. 

Take another quite obvious consid- 
eration. The condition of the farmer 
all over the country fifty or a hundred 
years ago was considered one of the 
most enviable which the law of hu- 
manity would admit. The farmer and 
the farmer's wife and the farmer's boys 
worked from dawn to evening twilight, 
summer and winter. They had many 
privations. They practiced strict econ- 
omy. They had plenty to eat, a shelter

Yet that life, then regarded as the 
most fortunate on the face cf the 
earth, does not content the farmer's 
boy today.

BEST COUNTRY IN THE WOPRLD. 

We are reminded of the great mass 
of misery and of poverty that exists. 
especially in our large cities. But we 
ought to inquire what would be the 
eondstion of the same people in any 
other country or in any preceding gen- 
eration. Much of this distress is among 
our foreign population. Yet would many 
of the Irish consent to go back to Ire- 
land? Or the Swedes to go back to 
Sweden and take the places held by 
their grandparents at home? Would the 
negro go back to slavery again? Would 
he go back to Africa again? The great 
educational institutions, and the Appli- 
cation of the Sciences to practical life, 
to which last ldrge numbers of our 
American youth owe the opportunity 
for honorable and useful lives, and the 
chance in many cases of acquiring vast 

unes, are all the creations of one or 
two generations. There are great pro- 
s, employing immense numbers 
active and well-paid servants, 
which were unknown when I was born. 
The number of commercial travelers in 
this country was estimated thirty years 
ago to exceed 100,000. I suppose it is 
many times that number now. The 
mumber of skilled electricians must be 
nearly or quite at large. The railroads 
support more than five million per- 
sons. The polytechnic institutions in 
the country, and the other mercantile 
and scientific schools, with their vast 
number of pupils, I believe without an 
exception are younger than the Law- 
rence Scientific School at Harvard, 
which was founded by Abbott Law- 
rence about 1846 or ‘47. Add to these 
the great number of public schools and 
colleges which have departments for 
instruction in practical science.

POSITION OF AMERICAN CHIL- 
DREN. 

When we come to speak of the op- 
portunities of women and children, al- 
though woman does not yet get her 
fair share, the story as compared with 
other countries and other generations 
is better still. The very existence of 
class and factory legislation in this 
country, and the fact that in general it 
is strictly enforced, show two things: 

First—That the condition of our 
workingmen's families is so improved 
that the family can now do without the 
labor of the children as a means of sup- 
port; and, 

Second—That the child is infinitely. 
better off than forinerly in exemption 
from slavish drudgery and in the op- 
portunity for education which raises 
him or her higher in the scale. 

The sta:istics of illiteracy, as com- 
pared with other countries and other 
generations, bring us to a like result. 
I believe I have neve: known in re- 
cent years a grown mar or woman, 
Native born and tred it. Massachu- 
setts, who had no mental disorder or 
infirmity, who could not read and write 
well enough to make reading a good 
instrument for acquiting knowledge, 
and writing a good instrument for im- 
parting it. The peopre cf! whom this is 
not true wer? born beyond the borders 
of Massachusetts. There are American 
States, notably Iowa, whien excel, or 
did excel, Massachusetts in this mat- 
ter of illiteracy. Unhappily, what I 
have said of my own commonwealth is 
not as yet true of the whole country. 
But the progress in this respect of the 
whole country within a century, even 
within half a century, is great and 
marvelous. 

HOW WOMAN'S POSITION HAS IM- 
PROVED. 

Now, take the Improvement in the 
condition of women. When I was born 
the married woman had no property 
She could call her own, and no rights 
against her husband, except that he 
was bound to support her and she was 
exempt, if the law were enforced, from 
cruel personal violence. The husband, 
according to the law, might correct her 
with 3 rod no bigger than his thumb. 
All her personal property became abso- 
lutely his upon marriage, and her real 
estate his for life. On the other hand. 
if she survived him, she had no right 
whatever in his property, except that 
if he invested it in real estate which 
was improved, but not including wood 
land, she had the rents and profits of 
one-third of it for ner life. Everything 
else he could take away from her by 
conveyance in his lifetime, or by will. 
Instances were known of men who 
have married women with large for- 
tunes, lived on their wives’ fortunes 
all their days, and then by will left 
to the wife a smal! and insufficient pit- 
tance to be enjoyed “‘so long as she re- 
main my widow.” On the other hand, 
the woman could not make a will at 
all. Her personal services and earnings 
were the absolute property of her hus- 
band. She hu no right or control in 
the children. Their education was ab- 
solutely controlled by the father, and 
their services as well as hers, were as 
absolutely his property as that of a 
slave. 

Now, compare this condition, which is 
stil the condition of women in many 
countries calling themselves civilzed, 
with that of the American wife today. 
It is not unusual at this moment on 
the continent of Europe to see women 
yoked to the same cart with large dogs 
and sometimes with heifers and steers, 
drawing heavy loads or wroking in the 
field with shovel or hoe. She is often 
practically nothing but a beast of bur- 
den still. 

The American wife and the Ameri- 
can mother, as a general rule, is the 
most exalted being on the face of the 
earth. The law protects her in her per- 
sonal property and civil rights. But 
she finds a better and surer protection 
than the law in the chivalrous worship 
of son and father and husband and 
brother. 
CARE OF THE HELPLESS CLASSES 

Look at the improvement in the 
condition of children. When I was born, 
according to Sir Robert Peel's state- 
ment in the House of Commons, in- 
dorsed in the same place by Macaulay, 
it was the common practice in England 
to compel children of & years to work 
in factories fifteen hours a day. 

Look at what has happened in the 
matter of the care for the insane and 
the deaf and dumb and the 
blind. When I was born, the insane, 
who now dwell comfortably sheltered 
and attended, most of them during 
large intervais in their right minds, 
were chained in cellars and outhouses 
under conditions too revolting for de- 
scription. The deaf and dumb have 
learned articulate speech. The blind 
have learned to cultivate the sense of 
touch until it has become almost a 
second vision. These advantages are 
open through public munificence or in- 
stitutions founded by private charity 
for the poorest children of the republic. 


WHAT THE POOR SHARE WITH 
THE RICH. 

Look at the wealth and luxury which 
is open to every man, poor and rich, 
today, which was beyond the contro! 
of the richest men, except in rare cases, 
when the nineteenth century was one- 
third gone. What rich man of that day 
could enjoy: grounds and «venues like 
those in Central Park, New York, or 
the splendid public grounds of Chicago, 
or such as are found now in every 
considermble town? What rich man 
could have had a carriage then which 
could transport him in safety and speed 
and luxury as the electric car, open in 
summer and warmed in winter, trans- 
ports the poor today, not only through 
populous towns, but over fields and 
mountain roads, as easily as a chariot 
of air and as swiftly as a bird's flight, 
for a fare of 5 cents or 3 cents across the 
entire limits of a broad township? 

A large proportion of the members of. 
both houses of the Congress of the 
United States are men of humb: 
origin. In any other country but ours 
very few of them indeed would have 
risen to any considerable prominence. 
It is said that some of the members 
of the two houses of Congress are 
very rich. This is true, although the 
number is not 80 large as is common 
supposed. But it is an interesting fact 
that the millionaires, almost without 
an exception, were men of the humblest 
origin, and began life with the fewest 
advantages. 

RICH AND THEIR FORTUNES. 

Prophets of ill are plenty now, as 
always; not, I think, so plenty now as 
formerly. They tell us of the vast for- 
tunes that are accumulated in the 
hands of single men. The millionaire 
rides in his palace car while the poor 
man walks in the heat of the summer 
sun or faces the storm of winter. I a. 
mit that these great fortunes are in 
some respects a great danger. When 
the millionaire undertakes to purchase 


the most dagerous crime to the safety 
of the republic. He deprives public 
office of what should be its chief re- 
ward; he deprives government of its 
purity; he is a danger to the republic 
itself. But these great fortunes are 
not an unmixed evil. They are not 
made commonly at the expense of the 
poorer men. The al:'ity and ent -rprise 
and energy which enable a man to 
accomplish such a result in a single 
ii@Ptime does not take away from other 
men and increase in the hands of one 
man what would be otherwise distrib- 
uted more qually. For every million 
that the rich man makes, poorer men 
will in large numbers make their mil- 
lions also by other enterprises and em- 
ployments which but for him would 
not exist at all. Lei. nd Stapfera ana 
his associates made their millions 
building a ralilread across the conti- 
nent. But the building of the railroad 
and the railroad, when it was built, 


‘{ enriched hundreds of thousands of men, 


and created the prosperity of large 
States, which without what these men 
did, never would have existed at all. 
And under our institutions where the 
property is divided among all the chil- 
dren and cannot be tied up very well 
a single generation, these great for- 
tunes are distributed as rapidly as they 
are made. 
WHERE DO THE FORTUNES GO? 
In a vast number of instances these 
great accumulations are in but another 
form of socialism. The man who gets 
it cannot take it away with him when 
he dies. He ‘ves it to the public by 
the endowment of colleges and schools 
and universities ad museums and li- 
braries and hospitals and parks. He 
does voluntarily what the socialist 
wants to do by law But if it were done 
as the socialist wants it to be done, ail 
individual enterprise and stimulation 
to energy or invention or thrift would 
be lacking. What has become of a 
large part of the wealth of Mr. Rocke- 
feller? What has become of the wealth 
of Leland Stanford? What has become 
of the wealth of Mr. Hearst? And what 
is to become of the wealth of Mr. Car- 
negie? In my own city there have been 
two vast fortunes made within the 
last few years. The owner of one of 
them died the other day, having 
reached mature life without wife or 
children or near kindred. He has held 
his vast fortune as a trustee for his 
fellow-citizens, managing it for them 
without pay with an ability and a pub- 
lic spirit which no hired managers or 
no puble officials could furnish. Do not 
in a hurry, my socialistic friend. 
If this thing goes on for another gen- 
eraton the poor man in his right of 
citizenship will confront the rich man, 
himself the richer of the two. As I said 


thought was not mine—life is some- 
times compared to a vast staircase, of 
which both top and bottom are hidden 
in impenetrable darkness. Where it 
comes into the light humanity is seen 
passing up and down in a constant 
stream. But there is one thing sure, 
that the life that we can see is growing 
better from year to year, and from 
generation to generation, and there 
can be discerned always clearly from 
the tumult the sound of the polished 
boot going down and the wooden shoe 
going up. 

QUALITIES THAT BRING SUCCESS. 

Now, what are the qualities which 
bring success to the individual youth? 
Of course he cannot altogether com- 
mand health or good training in youth, 
and the quality and tendency he gets 
from his parents do not come of his 
own choice. Ordinarily, however, it is 
largely within his power to bend and 
finish even these in the formation of 
character, which man in the end de- 
termines for himself. 

The first and great essential to suc- 
cess is character. Honesty is better 
than genius for the man who desires 
to get on even in this world. Integrity 
multiplies by ten every other capacity 
of man. The world almost always at- 
tributes to the honest man an ability 
an intellectua! ability which it would 
not ascribe to him without it. The 
man who decides to do what Is right 
in every emergency, what is richt and 

honest, acts according to the un- 
versal experience of mankind, wisely 
as well as righteously. 8 he forms a 
habit of right judgment in great 
emergencies which saves him not only 
from doing what is morally wrong, 
but from mistakes, if he look merely at 
his worldly interest. I repeat, integrity 
miutiplies every capacity of the human 
intellect by ten. 

But I have not undertaken to preach 
a sermon on the Christian virtues, or 
to expound to the intelligent youth of 
my country what they know as well as 
I do, the value of courage and perse- 
verance and grit, and the other quali- 
ties which we sum up in the one word, 
manliness. 

USING THE SPARE MOMENTS. 

I have dealt’ with this subject very 
hastily and very imperfectly. 1 will 
add one thing: I have in my time 
known many famous in war, in states- 
manship, in science, in the professions 
and in business. If I were asked to de- 
clare the secret of their success, I 
shev.ic attribute it in general not to 
any guperiority of natural genius, but 
to the use they made in youth, after 
the oidinary day's work was over, of 
the hours which other men throw away 
vote to tdleness or rest, or so- 
ciety. There are doubtless man dull 
men, there are doubtless men of rare 
and brilliant genius. But the great 
things that have been done in this 
world have not, in general, been done 
by men of rare genius, and dull men 
who have done their best have contrib- 
uted very largely to what has been 
done for mankind, The great things in 
this world have been done by men of 
ordinary natural capacity, whd have 
done their best. They have done their 
best by never wasting their time. It 
has been said that the great fortunes in 
this country have been accumulated 
not by men with a genius for making 
money, but with a genius for money- 
keeping: that it is not the size of the 
brook, but the strength and tightness 
of the dam, which makes the great 
pond. That is as true of the result of 
a life's work in getting honor or power 
or fame or in storing mental capacity 
or doing public service as it is in 
money getting. If half the hours of 
your day run to waste there will be 
but half as much to show for your life 
when it is over. I cannot overstate this 
matter. “It is what we sow,” says the 
great preached of the Engilsh church, 
Jeremy Taylor, “It is what we sow in 
the minutes and spare portions of a few 
years that grows up to crowns and 
scepters.”

SERMON TO 


PASADENA GRADUATES. 


— — 
ELOQUENT DISCOURSE BY REV. 
MALCOLM J. M’LEOD. 


Work on the Cut-off on the Electric 
Railway Begun—Force of Mountain 
Rangers Ipcreased—Improvements to 
the Postoffice Completed. 


PASADENA, New Office of The 
Times, No. 26 South Raymond Ave- 
nue, June 16.—{From The Times’ Res- 
ident Correspondent.) Nea ly two 
thousand people gathered at the Pres- 
byterian Church this evening. the oc- 
casion being the baccalaureate sermon 
by Rev. Malcolm J. McLaod to the 
craduating class of the Pear@ena High 
School. Upon the rostrum sat Prin- 
cipal James D. Graham and the fac- 
ulty of The school. The class of nearly 
forty members occupied the front rows 
of seats. 

Rev. McLeod chose hia text from 
Lamentations III. 25, “It is good for 
& man that he bear the yoke in his 
youth.” He divided his sermon into 
several parts which he termed the 
“yoke of Poverty,” “yoke of Industry,” 
“yoke of Service,” and “yoke of Re- 
ligion.”” He said in part: 

“It is good to bear the yoke of pov- 
erty in youth, and it is evidenced that 
some of the greatest works heve been 
accomplished under stress of impov- 
erishment. Such men as Grant, Lin- 
coln and Garfield, and many others 
equally as famous were all poor in 
early lite. while with possibly a few 
exceptions no millionaire nor miliion- 
aire’s son has ever been a great man. 

“It is good to bear the yoke of in- 
dustry in youth. There is no such 
thing as luck and very lIittle gentus, 
and such men as Edison and Kipling 
have become known to fame only 
through their industrious habits and 
methods. It wag by industry that Ar- 
thur Kavanaugh, an Irish youth born 
without arms or legs, worked his way 
to a seat in the British House of Com- 
mons, and Collis P. Huntington known 
as the world’s greatest railroad mag- 
nate, lived a life of industry. 

“It Is good to bear the yoke of serv- 
ice. We are placed in the world to be 
of service, and usefulness is our guid- 
ing star. We must learn for ourselves 
what the Lord int "8 to be. and 
shape our lives accordingly. Many have 
fallen in the race for fame and for- 
tune because of their failure to 

the opportunities which nature offered. 
and many others have won renown in 
other callings than those which their 
perents intended that they should fol- 


low. 

“It is good to bear the yoke of re- 
ligion and in early youth is the time 
to begin, for, as in other thi „it ie 
much easier to learn the blesal: of 
God in early life than to attempt it in 
later years.” 

WORK ON SHORT LINE. 
Work has at last been commenced on 
the long-talked-of short line electric 
railway between Pasadena and Los 
Angeles, Contractor J. G. Scherer 
having started a force of men 
yesterday on the grading of the 
hills near the adobe road east of East- 
Lake Park. The line will now be 
pushed forward as rapidly as possible 
and will be in operation by December 1. 
The new road will leave the present 
main line in this city at Columbia 
street and Fair Oaks avenue, going 
directly south near the tracks ef the 
Santa Fé and Terminal railroads, 
which will be crossed by steel briizes. 
One block south of these tracks 
turns to the east 
about five blocks, then turns so ith 
again through the hills to the old adobe 
road, which it meets at a point just 
east of Eastlake Park. From this point 
it follows the Mi road past the 
park to the County Hospital, where it 
rejoins the main line as now oper- >} 


a 
It will be six and three-fourths miles 


in length and its maximum grade will 


be 4 per cent., while the average 
will only 1% per cent. It will be 
known as the Pasadena Short Line, 


and will in no way interfere with the 
main line now in use. It is expected 
that ar seven-minute service will be 
given during that portion of the year 
when travel ts the heaviest, and a ten- 
minute service during the summer 


months. 

With the proposed double track run- 
ning the entire distance, this can be 
easily accomplished, and the runni 
time between the two cities shorten 
from ten to fiftéen minutes. 

A novel feature of the building of the 
new road is the recent purchase by 
the rallway company of an electrié mo- 
tor, or engine, similer in design to 
those used on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad for tunnel work. It 
queerly-constructed affair, said to be 
the first of its kind ever brought to 
the Coast, and has attracted great at- 
tention on its trial trips along the line. 
Its motive power is sufficient tö haul 
three heavily-loaded flat cars, and {ft 
will be used for construction work.

They will 
keep the range clear of grasing stock, 
wood choppers and squatters, and, 
above all, will prevent, if possible, the 
starting of fires by parties who may 
be camping in the mountains. The 
newly-appointed rangers are-Lou New- 
comb, Clyde Barnhart and Ed Rogers 
of Pasadena; Jack Baldwin of Whit- 
tier.
